Costly Pipes.

Jeweled pipes are not an article of 


common sale,* but they are not BO un- 
common as to be remarkable. Such 
pipes are usually mounted to order, and 
they arc probably always bought for 
gifts. They are variously mounted, 
sometimes with a band of diamonds and 
rabies around the bowl at the top, some- 
limes diamonds aro set around the stem 
where the mouthpiece joins it. A jew- 
eled pipe may cost §250. 


Silver mounted meerschaum pipes at 


§50 are articles of regular sale. There 
are pipes of this sort at prices ranging 
from $20 to §75. These are not carved 
pipes, but usually perfectly plain. They 
are of the finest materials and work- 
manship and of fine designs. 


Thcro are perfectly simple little brier 


pipes with a plain silver mounting and 
amber mouthpiece that sell at $15, but 
the brier is the very choicest and hand- 
somest, the amber mouthpiece of the 
finest quality and joined to tho pipe by 
a lock stem, and all the workmanship 
on tho pipe is of tho best. They are the 
very finest of brier pipes.—New York 
Sun.

ARID LANDS. 


Hon. Binger Herman, Commissioner 


of tho General Laud Office, is opposed 
to the bill now before Congress grant 
ing to tho several Scales sll the arid 
lands within their limits upon con 
dition that the lands shall be ra< 
claimed for agricultural purposes by 
the respective States. 
Commissioner 


Herman has prepared an adverse re- 
port on the bill ia which he sets forth 
that under the Carey act of 1894, which 
granted a million acres of arid land to 
e»ch State wherein arid lands are situ- 
ated, only a fchv of che States have 
availed themselves, to any extent, of 
tho benefits of the law. 
These States, 


which have taken limited acres under 
tlis Carey act are Wyomir.p, which 
took 99,097 • acres; Montana, 10,632 
acres; Idah-) 58,000 acrss; Utab, 221,143 
acres, and Washington, 83,454 acres. 


Mr. Herman is a western man and 


represented Oregon in the House of 
Representatives several terms. He ex- 
presses the opinion that iustead of the 
proposed bill the Carey act should bo 
•mended so aa to (dvo capital a raor 
satisfactory guarantee and thus indue 
it to invest ill the reclamation of ari 
lands under the law; but ho [disap 
proves of the effort to increase th 
quantity of lauds which can now b 
acquired by the States.

nnder the Carey act.

Railroads. 


Time was .when the logs were drawn 


over roads of snow and ice on tho great 
rude sledges to the banks of some river, 
drawn out on the ica and left until the 
springtime, when they would be floated 
down stream to tho mills. In some 
places tho system is still in vogue, but 
in largo measure all this has been 
changed. Logging railroads have been 
built into the forests, enabling the own- 
ers of piue lands to reach forests far 
from any stream. Spurs from the main 
branch, of the road are bnilfc onfc like tho 
fingers on an enormous hand clutching 
at the defenseless pines. After a tortu- 
ons passage through the paths of the 
woods tho log is loaded upon tho skid- 
way—an incline leading down to tho 
railway track. Tho skids are long, 
tough poles of tamarack or some hard 
wood, placed about 20 feet apart. 


The logn easily roll down on these 


skids and are drawn by horses up on the 
short, wide freight cars, and as fast as 
one car 'is loaded another takes ita 
place, until n, train of perhaps 30 cars 
is made up. Tho road is a very rough 
one, and the trains are supplied with 
the best of airbrakes, for the grades arc 
steep, and great care must be exercised 
or the trains will break in two and 
disaster and possibly loss of life will 
follow if a part of ono of the trains 
breaks away and starts down the grade.

cast was discovered in a email stone 
nbout an large around oa a 10 cent piece 
fonnd lying on (ho railroad grade near < 
Junction City, Ore. Not' only arc the 
brow, hoir, beard and beautiful aquiline 
nose perfectly shaped and distinct on 
tho stone, but the neok and shoulders 
are vignetted off into tho delicate agato 
like traoery "of tho background as it 
\vould have been done by an artist. 


Not only is the face as delicately beau 


tifnl in liao as one stamped upon a 
Greek coin of the roign of Alexander, 
but in this stono are reproduced the col- 
ors of life. Tho faco is white, with a 
blending of flesh tones, growing deeper 
in the shadows of the neok and shoul- 
ders. Tho hair in the dark shadow at 
iho back is a rich auburn, just the color 
nssociated most often with tho ascetic 
iTowish* typo to which the whole face 
belongs. It is perhaps tho strangest part 
of. this extraordinary coincidence of 
forms that each feature, from the cav- 
ernous eye and delicate hollowed cheek 
to the high, narrow brow and wavy 
aubnrn hair, is in accord with a famil- 
iar type of the Christ. In this respect 


bo Oregon stone is infinitely superior 
s a work of nature's art to the "Stone 
ilan of Sorrows,'' about which a book 
vas published in London. This head, 
n a stone a little larger than the recent 
.iscovery, was picked up at Oberam- 
morgau as a mere casual memento of the 
spot, because of its associations with tho 
passion play, aad eight years afterward, 
>eing held in a certain position, was 
seen to roveal the face that was some- 
wliat sentimentally supposed to resem- 
bio the faco of Christ.—Boston Tran- 
script. 


If Water Never Froze. 


The whole economy of nature would 


undereo a startling change if water 
neverIroze. The world'sclimateswonld 
38 revolutionized. 
The icebound polar 


seas would cease to exercise their chill- 
ing influences, and consequently the 
currents of the ocean might either cease 
or bo turned aside in different direc- 
tions. 


Thus the gulf stream would seek oth- 


er shores than those of Britain, and the 
climate there might be subject to the 
extremes of heat and cold noticeable in 
other countries of the same latitude. 
Tho icebound rivers of the north, not- 
ably those of Russia and Siberia, would 
bo open for navigation, aud Russia's 
activity as a sea power nnd a commer- 
cial nation, might alter tho whole world 
of commerce. 


Canada would become another coun- 


try altogether. An immense tract of land 
would bo available for cultivating hardy 
pliiits, aud Greenland might be what 
its name indicates. The absence of ice- 
bergs off the coasts of Newfoundland 
and- Iceland would result in a much 
warmer climate in those islands, where 
now the crops often fail. 


Ice, too, plays an important part in 


tho economy of nature. Thus, if water 
never froze, snow, hail and hoar frost 
would ceaso. The loosening of soils aud 
tho disintegration of rooks, by the frost 
'ami many pthev now vital effects would 
bo Ijfct. In short, tho absence of ice 
would be ou tho one hand an incalcul- 
able disaster, ou tho other hand a great 
boon.—London Globe.
